"The Fork & Blade is getting better all the time and is a great source of material for Lincoln enthusuasts. 
Since most collectors use their publications as a guideline for information, I feel accuracy is of primary 
importance. I am writing to not only applaud you for the fine work you are doing but also to call attention 
to an error in the identification of Mr. Sidney Strong's fine 1929 Lincoln Touring car from the March-April 
1975 issue. I have seen this model also called a Erunn as well as a Locke body although it is in reality a 
Linccln Factory body. The Locke Bodies were type lÓl in the seven passenger touring and the Lincoln Bodies 
were type 177. As additional information I am enclosing a sheet from the "Lincoln Motor Co. Master Parts 
Book" listing the code numbers for the different body builders. Mr. Strong's Lincoln has a number 10-96 
which indicates the 96th body of it's type with the 10 indicating Lincoln Motor Company. A total of 259 of 
these were built and I have number 10-186 in my ccllection. 


I have been working on a book about Lincolns for several years and have acquired a wealth of information 
which I am always happy to share with fellow collectors in the interest of accuracy. Sincerely yours,

ENGINE #62034 1930 LINCOLN LINOUSINE GEORGE CORSE MEDIA, PA. 


I first saw the 1930 Lincoln Limousine in Murchio's old car museum in Greenwood Lake, New York. It was during 
a visit to the museum to help a friend bring home a 1910 Pullman that he had purchased from Joe Murchio, that 
I noticed the Lincoln on display. It was in excellent original condition with 10,000 miles on the speedmeter. 
At the time I was working on my 29 Lincoln Touring and really didn't need another car. Just the same, I asked 
if the Lincoln was for sale. It was not. Mrs. Murchio explained that it was an important part of the museum, 
but she promised to let me be the first to know if she decided to sell. Every few months afterward I called 
or wrote her to let her know I was still interested. 


About two years later I recieved a letter saying the Lincoln was now for sale and that I should let her know 
at once if I wanted it. It seems that I was one of many whc were calling or writinz about the Limousine. 
Needless to say, I accepted the offer that day, August 20, 1966. 


My Pullman friend drove up to Greenwood Lake with me. We filled it with gas, oil, water, installed a fresh 
battery and started it at once and drove it home. It had been sitting in the museum for 13 years but had 
been started and run occasionally. One valve was stuck during the ertire trip home but the next day, after 
the engine had cooled, the valve was free. 


Except for tires the car is still perfect and completely original. The paint on the hood has been rubted 
down almost to the primer. The uphclstry in tack is still clean and almost perfect. The leather in frort is 
crackec and worn, but still usuable. There is still paper on the top floor board as it came from the factory. 


We drove it to the Lincoln Owners' Club meeting in Greenfield Village in 1967, then on through Canada to the 
World's Fair at Montreal. On the last day of our trip we drove from Montreal to Ocean City, New Jersey. 
Except for two flat tires the performance of the Lincoln was perfect. 


There are now 15,000 miles on the speedometer and very few weekends go by that we don't take a ride, go toa 
meet or just the local grocery store. It is probably the most dependable car I'll ever own.

This winter I have replaced all of the glass. The criginal glass was discolored, delaminated and cracked. 

If anyore wants to know how to replace windows in an L, I am now an expert. 


Cur most recent outing was in the Mummers Parade in Philadelphia on New Year's Day morning. We appeared on 
TV-6 with a groupe of five other old cars and drivers, collectively know as the Rum Runners. We are looking 
forward to our son George's wedding this fall, fcr we plan to drive the bride and groom to the church in 
style--in a 1930 Lincoln Limousine.

I bought the car from a battery repair shop in the Province of Buenos Aires, Argentina in 1972. It was dis- 
tinguished by the red paint on the motor and black paint on the body, both applied by brush. Its 1946 Ford 
truck steering wheel was notewcrthy, as was the lack of an original replacement part in its 44-year past. 
Nonethless, the intrinsic dignity of the 163A Locke Lincoln was there. 


Only a novice or an expert would have undertaken to restore the overweight Model A. I'm no expert. When the 
wreaker hauled it up in front of the house, my wife suggested he'd better push it into the driveway. I said 

I wanted to drive it some to find out what was wrong with it. A week later, some neighbor kids helped me push 
it into the driveway. 


My boss and another suy from the office came out early one Saturday moring to help dismantle it. By noon we 
had three rusty fenders and the bogus running boards off. The help went home for lunch and never returned. 


As time passed, the little driveway and one-car garage were filled with disassembled Lincoln. Chassis here, 
body there, cardboard boxes of parts everywhere. Disassembly increases the space required by a factor of 
three. One Sunday afternoon, frustrated by the rain, I was measuring the sun-porch doors to see if the body 
would fit’ through to the dry dining гост. My wife asked what I was doing. We moved to a house with a two 
car garage the next month. 


Chained tehind a 1938 Plymouth, the body shop owner and his brother hauled the chassis and running gear to his 
shop to hcist out the motor. Emilio stood on the chassis at the steering wheel and rode the chessis through 
the streets of Eueros Aires like а ballon-tired buckboard. І rode on the differential. It was dark when we 
had the motor our, swinging from the hoist like a lynched outlaw. 


Less engine end transmission, and with the torque tube tied up with lamp cord, the chassis was again chained 

to the Plymouth, Francisce driving. Emilio stood behind the Lincoln's wheel. I sat over the differential, 

my heels on the haricbrake equalizer bar ready to apply the braked. Crossing a six lane main drag at night 
during the rush hour in Buercs Aires provided some hand waving and shouting exercise in the midst of headlights 
and horns, but the reel excitement came a few blocks later when we started down а, signigicantly steep hill. 


Francisco was keeping up with traffic on the two lane street. We were doing about 25 MPH, when a pothole 
jolted us at the top of the hill. It shook me loose and my weight applied to the handbrake. Francisco, whe 
had put the Plymouth in second because its brakes weren't much, was jerked and his foot pulled off the 
accelerator. 


Emilio, standing between and with only the steerihg wheel to hang onto, lurched forward and to the left, turn- 
ing the Lincoln's front wheels. This complicated Franciscc's problem with the approaching traffic. He over- 
corrected his steering and found the gas pedal, hurling Emilio to the other side. This turn left, turn right, 
accelerate, decelerate, bang the Plymouth, ccntinued for a block with Emilio getting bruised about the ribs. 

I gave full time and attention to hanging or, urtil Francisco finally regained control. Safely back in my 
driveway, Francisco and Emilio reviewed th event with a red-faced shouting intensity reserved for trothers. 

My Spanish lacked the exactness to participate actively and take responsibility fcr starting the problem at 
the pothcle. 


The time involved in restcration is deceptive. Not counting the six hour attempt to remove the camshaft pully 
in one piece (it finally came off in four pieces in ten minutes) only one day was required to take down the 
motor and spread it about. It was six months before it was together again with new cam bearing and crankshaft. 


For LOC members who like to travel, there are no 'L' Lincoln parts in 37 junkyards in fourteen cities of 
Argentina and Uruguay. 


Francisco and Emilio did nicely on the body and paint work and helped greatly on the mechenical restoration. 
Now, three years later and 5,000 miles closer to the U.S. of A, in Honduras, the Locke is about 10 parts 
and a top away from its amateur restoration. 


Helpful hints from a novice: Do you know how to put the Lincoln medallion on the radiator shell after the 
Shell and hood and pans have all been assembled? Answer: you can't, you take the whole front end apart. 


I have just found and bought a 1933 KB limousine with leather top. Mechanically the car is reasonably 
complete, with exception of the six wheels which were ripped of to make ox-carts (seriously). The wood under 
the top and perhaps further down, is in place, but rotten and eaten up. Is there an expert in the house?

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Ву the third week of April we had bad our usual number 

of Colorado winter weeks which alternate between sut- 

zero and temps in the high 60's. The one redeeming 
factor of this late spring snow was the 


chance to take a shot or two for Christ- 
mas cards. While the weather was helpful 
only on a day to day basis, it seemed 
like a good time to start on the chassis 
parts. The axel assemblies and springs 
were rebuilt in the basement. They were 
done to the point where they recieved 

the first ccat of paint. 


When the weather finally broke the first 
week of May the frame was haulded to the 
sandblaster. Two days later, upon its 
return, the chassis componets were lined 
up in the backyard so that I could pull 
the clean frame from the truck bed and 
assemble it on the spot. By sundown the 
basket case looked substantially the 
same as the chassis which were shipped 
to coachbuilders years ago. When a bas- 
ket case has been returned to this point 
it somehow seems like a milestone has 
been reached. Now, with this much intact 
the restorer has some logical points of 
reference to build to.

Since there was nothing left of the body 
from the cowl and aprons to the rear, I 
have been gathering bits and pieces which 
looked like Lincoln parts when the real 
thing could not be found. The frame 
of the 144 which I picked up in east- 
ern Montana was missing the lower 
half of most of the running board 
brackets. I found that the type used 
оп 30-31 "А" Fords grafted on nicely. 


The rear fenders always seem to be 

a hard thing to come up with since 
many were removed and discarded игеп 
these tig old cars were converted in- 
to trucks. I did some hcrse trading 
and came up with the rear half of a 
large GM coupe. The beads on these 
fenders were the same width as the 
Liccoln front fenders. Later re- 
search indicates them to be 1928 
Buick Master coupe-roadster fenders. 
The general size and shape is very 
close to the original Lincoln rear 
fenders. A bit of hammering will 
transform the rear bob to the desir- 
ed Lincoln-Model A Ford lock. 
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A Buick collector friend donated 
the rear wheel fender interpanels 
from his '28 Master sedan parts 
car. They mated to the coupe 
fenders and look like the panels 
used by Brunn on the 123 and 

124 bodies,

3—Mail and Parcel Post order must be accompanied by 
an amount sufficient to cover postage. 


4—All prices are net f. o. b. Branch, Factory or Dealer.

6— Orders for parts should be written separately from 
correspondence pertaining to other matters. 


7—Always furnish Car Number and Body Number 
when ordering parts. 


All bodies are identified by a body number plate and 
this number should accompany all orders for body, top, 
and windshield parts. The number is located under the 
front seat cushion except on the following body types:

Due to the difficulty experienced in fitting and match- 
ing colors on finished doors, orders for doors will be 
handled as outlined below. 


All open and closed body doors for cars built by Mur- 
ray Corp., of America, and Lincoln Motor Co., will be 
shipped complete—trimmed and with hardware but 
finished in prime. 


Open body doors built by the American Body Com- 
pany and the Lang Body Company will be shipped 
knocked-down; parts consisting of wood frame assembly, 
flanging strip, metal panel, trim panel and hardware. 


Doors for the type 126 Coupe built by the American 
Body Company will be shipped knocked-down; parts 
consisting of the wood frame assembly, metal panel, 
upper panel casting, trim complete, all hardware and glass. 


The material listed above is carried in stock at the 
factory. 


Doors built by Dietrich, Inc, will be shipped 
knocked-down from their plant. 


Doors for Fleetwood, Judkins, Babcock, Brunn, Le- 
Baron, Locke and Willoughby bodies will be shipped 
knocked-down. On these custom bodies the manufac- 
turer does not accept responsibility if the knocked-down 
doors do not fit, and they recommend that bodies in 
need of door repairs be taken to a local body builder. 


Note—All wood, sheet metal and aluminum parts for disconfinued body types should be 
made locally whenever possible 1st—to guarantee a more satisfactory fit; 2nd—to 
speed up the supplying of parts; 3rd—less expensive to have parts made locally. 
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
